I In order that he may carry out plans
projected for the erection of a big
downtown clubhouse costing in the
neighborhood of *L'50.000. the board of
directors of Die Business Men's Club
yesterday unanimously ro-elccted Al-
vin M. Smith, president of the Smith-
Court ney Company, president of the
club. Other officers were elected as

follows: W. S. P. Mayo, first vlce-presl-
dent; John Landatreet, second vice-
president; ,Vinos M. Hover, recording
secretary, and C. 1'. Walford, Jr., sec-
rotary-treasurer.
OwinR to business reasons and the

donvinds made on his time by other
orgn nidations. Mr. Smith liad indicated
that he would prefer to retire from the
presidency of the club. 'Che club hav¬
ing just launched the largest extension
plan in its history, the directors con-
siiieieil it unwise to make a change,
ui'.d dually prevailed on Mr. Smith to
nocept.

I'lia proposition to erect a modern
and up-to-date club in the heart of the
lowntown section for the use of busi¬
ness men was suggested by President
Smith soino months ago, and a coin-
niitloe has been making a quiet in
juiry Into the cost of various sites
and fhe best methods of financing such
an undertaking. Reference was made
to the plans in the annual report of
Y'resUlent Smith read at the annual
.neetlng of the club a few weeks ago.
The committee was continued and has
several sites under consideration, ali
within a stone's throw of the present
home of the club, in the American Na¬
tional Hank Building.
